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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 1/30/2009 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 4, 7-9, 12, 15, 16, 18-20 and 22-28 are canceled. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 10, 11, 13, 14, 17, 21 and 29-37 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1-3, 5, 6, 10, 11, 13, 14, 17, 21 and 29-37 the prior art, either singularly 
or in combination, does not teach or suggest an illumination device, which is used in a 
document-reading device configured to irradiate light over at least a predetermined illumination 
width including a reading area having a predetermined reading width extending in a main 
scanning direction of a document and to read the light reflected from the document using an 
image-reading element, the illumination device comprising: 

a carriage configured to shift an illumination area in a sub-scanning direction; and 

a support base configured to support and hold the point light source and the light-guiding 
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member together as a unit, and to be attached to the carriage adjustably in the sub-scanning 
direction. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
